yards. The old fashioned “pug mill” 
run by horse power was then in use 
A few thousand bricks were turned 
out per day, and were set aside for a 
period of eight or ten daye to dry 
in the sun before being placed in the 
kiln. The process was slow, tiresome 
and wasteful. Every brick had to be 
handled several times, and every 
time meant money charged to the 
eust of production 


The company took a cool caucula- 
tion of the situation, Edmonton, a

There 
is now sufficient cordwood on hand t i 
heat the kilns for an output of over]

wood is exhausted it is the inten- 
tion to use coal almost exclusively 
Building Requirements, 
An old fashioned brick’ yard re- 


ings. A brick yard on a large é6cale 
requires an investment of about $40, 
000 in buildings and general equip- 
ment. The principal building is the 
“drier.” Here is where the plastic 
clay, which has taken the shape of 
bricks after coming through the mill, 
fs placed to @ry not in ‘the hot 
sun, but in a current of air heated t» 
a Wigh temperature, A large boiler 
room and a large engine of 300 hors 
vower is required to keep the mill go- 
ng and to cause a perpetual circuls 
tion of the warm air through = th 
drier The most substantial con- 
structions of all are the kilns, wher 
as many as 226,000 bricks are skil- 
fuly piled to be burned by the fires 
below. Somewhat aemoved from the 
buildings of the plant are the quar 
ters of the men who are required 
to live on the premises. In the mess 
room, whieh is under the supervision 
Gt twro jolly housekeepers, forty men 
sit down to three substantial meats 
a day. Provisions are stored in a 
huge refrigerator close at hand An 
adjoining store which is open in the 


evening gives the men an opportun 
ity to ipply themselves with any 
little luxuries which they may de- 
sire. Above the store is a sign which

The process of brick making is no 


longer a work of bondage as it was 
n the ancient Egyptian days. The 
introduction of machinery and labor 
séving devices makes the oecupa- 
tion of the brick makers by no means 
laborious. What is required nowa- 
days is not so muen strength and -n- 
durance as a clear intelligence that 
avoids mistakes, Where 80,000 
bricks are being turned out in a day 
an error in cauculation on the part 
of an employee may cost the firm 
hundreds of dollars. The reliance 
which has to be placed on the men 
enables those who have proved them- 
selves to be trustworthy to draw good 


wages There is, of course, a cer- 
tain amount of rough, heavy work 
to be done by unskilled laborers 


Process of Manufacture. 
From clay pit to railway car con- 
titutes the process of brick making, 
In the pit which now has a depth 
of 26 feet, small cars, similar to 
those used in coal mines are filled 
by ehovels in the hands of the pit 
men. ‘When the car is leaded it is 
hauled by machinery over a minia- 
ture track up a steep incline, where 
it is unloaded over the mouth of the 
clay mill. In the mill it is moisten 
n to make it plastic and by an augur 
arrangement, it is pressed out of the 
end in a continuous horizontal 
column of clay with brick dimen- 
sions. In its centre it passes under 
in automatic wire cutter which cut 
sixteen brick forms every time 1% 
revolves. Attendanis at the far side 
f{ the cuter take the plastic brick 
forms and plgce them on a_ two 
wheeled truck "on which they are tak 
en into the drier Here there ar 
ten rows of brick clay each about 170 


feet in length. Under each row in 9» 
perforated floor through which comes 
a continual current of hot air from 
the corresponding tunnels — below 
Through these tunnels the air is fore- 
ed f at fan operated from the 
engine room, ‘A complication series 
of heating coils supply the hot at 
which is sent forward and circulat 


ed through the drier from end to end 
A return tunnel thirty-six inches ‘n 
diameter conveys the air back to the 
fan and thus keeps the circulation 
constant
